Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3, 6-9, 11-12, 14-57, 59-69, and 71-74 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments presented in the Response filed 6/29/2009 are persuasive in overcoming the 
rejections based on the prior art of Edwards. In particular, the argument that the claim 
limitations of "wherein said data flame encapsulation and decapsulation is performed on 
a single-purpose hardware of said WLAN chip without executing software-implemented 
instructions of said driver software," and "wherein performing said encrypted WLAN 
communication further comprises selecting one of the plurality of data frames for said 
data frame encapsulation by performing a prioritization algorithm implemented on the 
single-purpose hardware" are not disclosed, taught or equivalent to the 
encryption/decryption operations disclosed in Edwards.
